Rome, Sept. 2.— To-day's cholera returns 
include the following : Cassino, two deaths, 
two new cases; Sulorno, one death, no now 
cases; Palermo, six deaths, no now oases; 
Naples, throe deaths, no new cases. Many 
isolated cases have boen reported inncighbor- 
iug districts. There are two suspected eases 
at Fiumini, two miles from Rome. 

There aro two cases of cholera in Genoa 
and seven in the city of Alexandria. In 
Palermo tho daily avorago of fresh cases is 
.'10. There are several cases in this city 
Messina and Catena. 

Amsterdam, Sept. 2.— Two deaths from 
cholera and one new case aro reported In 
Rotterdam to-day, und one new caso 
Leordam. A few cuses and deaths wore 
also reported in other places in tho Nether- 
lands. 

LONDON, Sept. 1.— Tho port of Grimsby 
has been declared infected with cholera. 
During August there were SO deaths, at 
lirst attributed to diarrhcee, but which aro 
now believed to be duo to cholera. There 
were four fresh cases and two deaths from 
cholera at Grimsby to-day. 

Paris, Sept. 1. — Tho cholera in Nantes 
appears to be declining. Two fresh cases 
wtro reported to-duy, but no deaths. 

Vienna, Sept. 1. — In the last 24 hours 
138 fresh cases of cholera and 87 deaths 
have been reported in Hungary, tho cuses 
occurring ehitlly in Szibolns, Kunszolnok 
and Szatmar. 

London, Sept. I.— It is reported from 
Tangier that cholera hus broken out among 
tho Jeddah pilgrims landed on tho island 
lying in front of the. city of Mugadur. 

Vienna, Sept. L— Twenty-eight .deaths 
from cholera occurred at D.-latyn, Austrian 
Galioia. The disease is rapidly spreading in 
that vicinity. Tho custom Iioubo at Dela- 
tyn is closed. x\ii intercourse with the 
building is forbidden, as several officers who 
have quarters in it have been stricken with 
the malady. The law courts aro also closed 
and business in town is at a standstill. The 
inhabitants aro in a state of panic All who 
are ablo are hurrying from tho place. Ad- 
vices fiom Smyrna report a similar state of 
ulfiirs there. 

London, Sept. 2 — Reports from Hungary 
continuo alarming. In sixteon counties in 
Northern Hungary 138 new cases and S7 
deaths wero reported yesterday. 

Private advices from Rotterdam say the 
real extent of cholera in the city is being 
suppressed by tho authorities. Tho situation 
is much worse than admitted. 

Six cases wero reported to tho Berlin 
authorities from various parts of Germany 
during tho past threo days. In a largo num- 
ber of places along tho Rhino surveillance 
has been established to prevent the intro- 
duction of cholera.

The Champion had gone down 
tho Coast for a few days' cruise, and to af- 
ford tho officers an opportunity to go ashore 
and hunt deer, hoar und other wild animals. 

The salmon run up the Binull streams that 
empty into tho lower Sound has been unpre- 
cedented this year. At Port Angeles, last 
Thunduyj^ 6,000 salmon were taken in nets 
from the wharves. In tho Iilwhu river over 
2,000 wero caught in one daj .

Aslnr's Aspersions. 

London, Sept. 2.— The Pall Mall Gazette, 
in an article headed " Depletion of Canada," 
advises the entire stoppage of assisted emi- 
gration to Canada, and endeavors to dis 
credit the Dominion in the eyes oi tho people 
of Great Britain. It is believed tlio article 
is due to United States influence, and the 
fact that. William Waldorf Astor, formerly 
of New York, is now proprietor of tho Pall 
Mull Gazette, gives color to this suspicion. 

Hurricane* Sweep Ihc Azores. 

London, Sept. 2. — A hurricane passed 
over tho Azores Islands on August 28. 
Two vessels wero wrecked in tho harbor of 
Fayala and fourteen houses were destroyed 
in tho town. At Terceir threo vessels were 
wrecked and twenty-eight houses were de- 
stroyed. Five persons were killed. 

Unhappy South America. 

BoKNOH Avuks, Sept. 2. — Advices have 
been received from Corlentes that the 
Government troop', in disregard of orders 
of tho national Government arbitration, 
attacked the rebels at Satotome and sacked 
the town. The Minister of War has sent a 
body of national troops to disarm the Gov- 
ernment irregulars, 

Floods In India. 

CaIXJUTTA, Sept. 2. — Floods are causing 
great damage in tho province of Bahar, in 
Bengal. Hundreds of squaro miles, in- 
cluding tho towns of Moxsuffer Pur Darb- 
hang and Paddy, are submerged. Kico 
crops aro ruined und thousands of people are 
homeless. Oilier parts of Eastern Bengal 
aro also stillcring from Hoods. A famine is 
feared. 

Floqnct Stoned. 

London, Sept. 2. — Tho Standard's Paris 
correspondent says : Floquet, In leaving a 
stormy political meeting in the Rue Angou- 
leme yesterday, was stoned by a mob of 
58,000 persons. Two revolver shots were 
fired into his carriage, but ho escaped with 
out injury. Many persons wero hurt in tho 
struggle.

San Francisco, Sept. 2.— The drop in 
round trip rates to Chicago to §80, has 
stimulated local ofh'ces into groat, activity 
All uro getting putronuge, although th_ 
diroot routes generally draw hotter than 
others. Tho chief exception to the rule is 
the Canadian Pacific. Tho local office has 
been doing a good business all summer, but 
now it is rushing. Tho sumo §80 ruto ap- 
plies here, including the steamer trip to 
Vancouver ; but round trip tickets by the 
Canadian Pacific are good for $10, while on 
other lines they uro limited to §30. The 
steamer City of Puebla, which suiled for 
Vancouver to-day, took a large number of 
passengers for the Canadian Pucifio, and the 
steamer to leave on tho 7th promises to be 
as well loaded. 

The Northern Pacific Muddle. 

Nkw York, Sept. 2.— The receivers of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Co. will make 
no reply to the communication of President 
Abbott, of the Wisconsin Central, in regard 
to taking notion to cancel the lease of their 
road to the N.P. Co., should tho receivers 
bo sustained in their refusal to pny the ren- 
tal of tho roud. One of the N.P. officials said 
to-day that tho whole matter was now be- 
fore the courts and that they would pay no 
attention to President Abbott's letter. 

Mount In Chicago. 

Chicago, Sept. 2.— Sir Oliver Mowut, 
Premier of Ontario, and Hon. John Drydeu 
wero visitors at the Canadian pavilion to- 
day. Premier Mowat camo from an ex- 
tended tour ol tho Northwest part of the 
Dominion recently in dispute between On 
tario and Manitoba. A reception will pro 
bably bo tendered tho visitors next week at 
the Canadian pavilion. 

Aiding Storm Sufferers. 

Charleston.S. C. , Sept. 2. —May or Fickcn 
has issued a proclamation calling a public 
meeting to help the Beaufort sufferers. In 
response to the call a large number of repre- 
sentative citizens of all colors asscmbl'd on 
the city halt steps this morning, Mayor 
Ficken presided, $1,000 was subscribed on 
the spot and largo contributions of food and 
clothing were made by merchants. Several 
tugs and steamers offered their Berviccs, and 
tho Savannah railwuy company offertd ftee 
transportation. A general relief committee 
was appointed. A full cunvaBS will be made 
a every ward of the city for money, food 
and clothing for the sufferers. The first re- 
itf train departed for tho destitute district 
this afternoon. 

Samoa's \t« Chief Justice. 

Washington, Sept. 2 — The President 
has decided to appoint Henry C. Ida, of St. 
TohnBbury, Vt., to tho position of Chief 
Justice of Samoa, an office corresponding to 
hat held by tho President of tho Pro- 
isional Government of Hawaii. The selec- 
ion of Mr. Ida was made by the United 
States with tho consent of Germany and 
Great Britain, tho other parties to the pro- 
tectorate. 



THE "SAHNIA" SAFE. 

She Arrives In Queenstown in Tow of the 
" llontovldean.'' 

QUEENSTOWN, Sept. 1, — Thesteamer Mon- 
tovidean, from Montreal, towed to an an- 
chorage in this harbor this morning tho 
steamer Sarnia, which sho picked up adrift 
in mid-ocean. AH tho passengers on board 
the Sarniu aro well, and the cattle aro un- 
injured. Tho Sarnia sailed from Montreal 
on July 29th. On August 4th she broke 
her shaft. All efforts to reach tho damage 
were fruitless, and for days the vessel drifted 
hopelessly. As tho weather remained culm 
the passengers experienced little physical 
inconvenience, although they sufi'ered keen 
anxiety. After two weeks passed without 
tho sight of a vessel, on August 25 h the 
Montevidean was sighted. She took the 
Sat ilia in tow about 1,000 miles from Cork. 
The rest of tho voyage was uneventful. 



RAILWAY HORROR. 

A Passenger Train Dashes Through a Bridge 
With Dire Results. 

Springfield, Mass., Aug. 31.— The Chi- 
cago limited express train from Boston 
broke throngb n frail iron bridge on the 
Boston & Albany railroad, ono and a half 
miles east of Chester, yesterday. The wreck 
is the worst ever known on tho road. Tho 
locomotive passed over tho structure but 
was smashed, tho water tank being thrown 
a long distance. Tho bullet, two sleepers 
and a dining car were smashed to kindling 
when they struck tho atream 20 feet below. 
Two day couches and a smoker did not 
leave the track. Fifteen dead bodies have 
been taken out and twelve of them wero 
identified. It ib believed that there uio 
two more bodies in tho ruins. There wero 
also thirty injured nnd livo or six may die. 
Tho bridge was thrown from its abutments 
rather than broken down. It had fallen to 
ttio rittht of the track and tho locomotive 
flow off to the left. These facts suggest 
tho theory that tho blow of tho engine as it 
struck tho bridge from tho curve sent it 
bounding off its own foundations into the 
river. 



Itlxsolvlng the Flecl. 

Washington, Sept. 2. — Orders worn sent 
by mail from the navy department to-day 
for the dissolution of theBehring Sea fleet 
The Bour and tho RubIi will remain in Behr- 
lng Sea until November 1 and October li re- 
spectively, while tho Mohican, tho Ranger, 
I ho Albatross and tho Corwin will go to San 
Francisco immediately upon receipt of their 
orders, probably starting aouth about Oc- 
tober 15. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 2 — Mr. Huddart, before 
his departure for England, to day, said that 
ho expectB to receive an annual Bubsidy of 
£10,000 from tho Queensland Government 
on condition that the vesaols cull at the two 
ports of Brisbane and Rockhampton, in that 
colony. Should the Queensland people de- 
cline to deal as liberally with the new line 
as tho New South Wales Government has 
done, tho vessels will not cull at Queens- 
land ports. Mr. Huddart is hopeful that 
the New Zealand Government will join in 
subsidizing steamers. If they do Mr. Hud- 
dart will place two first-class vessels on the 
route between Littleton, N Z , and Sydney, 
to connect with tho direct line, provided 
Queensland and New Zealand both co-oper- 
uto. Mr. Huddart will build three entirely 
new vessels for tho direct service, and place 
the Warrimoo and Miowera on the New 
Zealand route, splendid vessels though they 
be. 

Tho Government will Bhortly take action 
in regard to tho erection of a reformatory 
for young criminals, but no decision as to 
the locution haB been arrived at. 

With refcenco to the Order-in-Counoil 
prohibiting tho importation of dried fruit 
from Smyrna, it is learned at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculturo that the order is only 
applied to direct importations from that 
place. 

A militia general order issued to day 
gives the following promotions in the mili- 
tia: Captain and Rrevt-t Lieut Col. Turn- 
bull, to bo Major in Rnyal Canadian 
Dragoons; Cipt. W. D. Gordon, Capt. B. H. 
Vidal, Captain and Brevet Major Buchan 
and Cuptain D D. Young to be majors in 
Royal regiment Canadian Infantry. Sur- 
gooco F. W. Strange, C. C. Suwoll, M, J. 
Hanavan, A. Codd and Robert McLean to 
be surgeons-general in tho same regiment, 
Tho transfer of the Royal School of Cavalry 
from Quebec to Toronto is officially an- 
nounced, as also the closing of the Royal 
School of Artillery at Victoria. Surgeon 
J. Duncan, of the Royal Canadian Artillery, 
retires from the service 

Prof. Saunders, director of expermental 
farms, wires the Department of Agriculture 
tnat grain crops on the experimental farm 
at Agaesiz, and throughout that district, 
are good. Largest part is eut and harvest- 
ed, and the weather good. 

John Lowe, deputy minister of agri- 
culture, says that tho department did not 
withhold information from tho Imperial 
Government respecting tho cattle rfjected 
at Montreal. Mr. Lowo is emphatic in tho

It was decided at a Cabinet meeting to- 
day to commission Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, to visit 
Australia for tho purposoof conferring with 
tho severalcolonial governments on trade mat- 
ters between Canada and Australian colonies 
and other subjects of interest to the two 
countries. The commission is tho outcome 
of the establishment of a direct line of 
steamers between Sydroy and British 
Columbia. In choosing Mr. Bowoll for this 
important duty tho Government is 
acting in conformity with resolu- 
tions passed by tho various boards of trade, 
which urged the necessity of extending trade 
between different colonies to its fullest ex- 
tent. It is understood Mr. Bowell will nob 
only look into trade matters, but confer 
with the several Governments with a view 
to eatublishing mutual tariff arrangements. 
Mr. Bowell leaves Ottawa for British Col- 
umbia on Wednesday or Thursday next, to 
catch the steamer Warrimoo, which sails 
from Vancouver on the lCih inst. His in- 
tention is to reach British Columbia a day 
or two in advance of tho sailing of tho ves- 
sel, in order to confer with tho Boards of 
Trade at Victoria, Vancouver and New 
Westminster, before his departure.

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HOME RULE. 



In Spite of Strongf Opposition the Bill 
Passes Its ['bird 
Beading- 



It Is Immediately Sent; to tLe Lords 
i and Kead a First 
Time. 



London, Sept. I. — The House of Com 
mons agreed this aftoruoon to suspend the 
12 o'clock rule to-nitjht in order that the 
third rending of the Homo Rule bill might 
bo concluded beforo adjournment. Justin 
McCarthy, leader of the anti-Parnellites, 
was the first speaker. Ho said that although 
tho bill did not have the pedantic character 
of.finality, which its opponents contended 
any Homo Rule measure must have, it con- 
tained finality in principle. When Ireland 
should get her national Parliament it would 
includo finality in tho true sense of the term. 
Irishmen uo accepted the niuuauro as a dual 
adjustment of the loading grievance against 
Great Britain. 

Joseph Chamberlain, leader of tho Liberal 
Unionists, while disclaiming all intention of 
questioning Mr. McCarthy's sincerity, said 
that ho could not forget how another .lender 
of the Irish, after accepting a bill us ii com- 
plete settlement of tho demands of Ireland, 
recanted and declared it was accepted only 
as a temporary installment, "If this bill 
ever be passed," continued Mr. Chamber- 
lain, "you will have the Irish coining 
to Parliament demanding moro and 
more and putting pressure on min- 
istry after ministry, until at lust 
some ministry will be found weak enough 
to buy the Irish voto by granting final 
separation. (Hear, hoar.) The mischief 
that the Government has done by introduc- 
ing this policy is irreparable. It has made 
enormously more difficult tho government of 
Ireland, it has postponed indefinitely tho 
hopo of the completion of a better settle- 
ment. Tho bill is now about to go to an- 
other place. Wo probably never "shall see 
it again (eheerr-.), but whether we see it or 
not, I am convinced that tho British people 
will give the policy embodied in it a death 
blow at the first opportunity offered them. 
This bill will v inish, but the weukness of 
the Liberal party, its lack of independence 
audits treatment of vital interests of the 
country as mere incidents of the Newcastio 
programme will not be forgotten nor for- 
given by the British democracy." Pro- 
longed Unionist cheers followed this per- 
oration. 

Mr. Balfour, Conservative leader, said 
that the Home had not discussed three- 
fourths of the Homo Rule bill, either in 
committeo or in tho report stago. The 
length of the debate on tho Reform Act of 
1832 had been quoted to show that the dis- 
cussion of tho present bill had been exceed- 
ingly long, but the Reform bill involved 
only two principles. The present bill was 
an absolute reversal of tho Constitution. It 
involved a change of every fundamental 
principle of the Constitution. What was 
the prospect of gain to Ireland? Tho Irish 
members of Parliament had indulged in 
much destruo'.ive criticism of the landlords 
and the Irish Government, but had never 
yet produced a practical proposal likely to 
be of permanent value and to relievo the 
troubles of tho country they aspired to rule. 
The present bill was a mockery of legisla- 
tion. Every one voting tor it knew some- 
thing ot its worthltssntas, and that to pass 
it was like trying to put life into a dead 
carcass. 

John Motley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
held that, the opposition to the bill under 
discussion had been conducted in bud faith. 
If obstruction was patriotism, tho Bide 
closure was patriotism. In regard to tho 
argument that there was no finality about 
the bill, he had never clai'ned a finality for 
any solution of auy deep-rooted political 
question. There was no such thing. 

In concluding, Mr. Morley said that after 
seven and a half years of controversy, this 
popular assembly, which was virtually su- 
preme, was about to pass the Home Rule 
bill for Ireland. Whatever might bo done 
elsewhere to delay, resist or obstruct tho 
bill, this solemn declaration could novcr be 
cancelled or recalled, (Cries of "g.ig.") 
Wherever Englishmen toiled, hoped, 
yearned; wherever there were Englishmen 
and Scotchmen weary of tho inveterate 
stain on the fame and honor of tho country, 
they would presently know that this House 
had taken the final steps towards the true 
corporation of Ireland into a 'united people. 
At the close of his speech, enthusiastic 
cheers were given for Mr. Morley. 

Col. John P. Nolan, Parnellito member 
for North Galway, then aroso and, amid 
laughter and cries of " time to divide," 
uttered a brief protest against the financial 
clauses of the bill. 

Tho time having arrived for the third 
reading of the bill, the Speaker formally 
put the motion and ordered a division of the 
House. Mr. Gladstone was tho first to 
record his voto and Mr. Morley was the 
last. Each was accorded an ovation, as wus 
also Mr. Balfour. The division resulted: 
Eor tho motion, 301; against, 267. 

When the figures were announced the 
Irish members fcprang to their feet and 
cheered wildly, waving hats, handkerchiefs 
and tho like, while the Opposition members 
raised counter cheers and shouts of "resign," 
" resign." Tho House then adjourned. 

On Clio Liheral side of the House William 
Saunders, member for tho Walworth divi 
sion of Nowington, voted against tho Gov- 
ernment, Mr. Wallace abstained from vot- 
ing and William Rathbone, member for tho 
Arfon division of Carnarvonshire, was ab- 
sent. On the Unionist side Sir Edward 
Watkin and Baron Henry do Worms were 
absent. 

Tho bill was immediately sent up to the 
House of Lords. When tho first reading 
wus moved by Earl Spencer, there were only 
six Liberal and one Opposition peer present. 
Tho proceedings occupied less than live min- 
utes. 

Mr. Gladstone will propose on Monday 
next a resolution, t he effect of which will bo 
to give the Government the whole titno of 
the House for tho remainder of the etu'iion, 
to suspend the 12 o'clock rule und to ap- 
point Saturday sittings. 

Tho Welsh party at a meeting to-day car- 
ried a resolution demanding that disestab- 
lishment of the church in Wales be tho pri- 
mary item on the Government programme 
for 1894. 



SAMOA NEWS. 



The War Over and the Keljol Leaders Sen- 
tenced— Naval Demonstration 
to lie Made. 

AHA, Samoa, Aug. 11.— Practically speak- 
ing, tho war in Samoa is over, but it is im- 
possible to toll when it may bo resumed, as 
the mere deportation of tho rebel chiefs is 
not certain to have u decisive efF ct. There 
still remains a feeling of discontent, which 
may at any time, under favorable condi- 
tions, nsBiime a serious aspect. Tho embers 
of discontent seem still to he smouldering, 



and all it seems to want is tho advent of 
a popular louder to fan them into (limes 
again, 

The German warship Sperbei left Apiu 
on July 2G, with Mataafa and his daughter, 
and ton of his immediate f dlowers ot rank, 
bound for Jakaofo Island, in tho U 
group, there to laud them as exiles from 
Samoa. 

On July 28, at 8 o'clock, tho Spcrber ar 
rived. It was agreed that theSumonn Gov- 
ernment wus to puy at tho rale of $10 por 
head each month for each prisoner. They 
wero then allowed to land. 

A trial was held in Apia, at which tho 
punishment of thoso convicted of rebellion 
was considered und tho following sontences 
wero inflicted : Twenty-four of those whoso 
conduct wus considered particularly heinous 
wero sentenced to threo yours at hard labor, 
and Bhould any of them attempt to escape 
his land was to bo confiscated by tho Gov- 
ernment. 

Eighty-soven of lesser offenders wero sen- 
tenced to pay a fino of §200, these lines to 
bo utilized to road-making ulone. 

The present war vessels that aro lying at 
anchor at Apia harbor aro tho English ves- 
sel Catoomby und two German vessels, tho 
Bussard and Sperber. 

Tho United States vessel Philadelphia is 
expected from the United States and two 
moro Euglish vessels, tho Rapid and tho 
Ringdove, will arrive shortly. Two moro 
German ships aro also expected. When ull 
theso vessels arrive there will be a naval 
demonstration.

MANITOBA'S WHEAT CHOP. 



There Will bo Twenty Million Bushels 
Anil a Large Perct-ntage 
of No. 1 Hard. 



Gradual Eradication of Smut — No 
Damage From Frost Up To 
the Present Time. 



Tho Winnipeg Free Press contains an in 
terview with Manager Thompson, of tho 
Ogilvie Milling Co., in which that gentle- 
man says : 

"Manitoba and tho Territories will liar 
vest this year 19,000,000 to 20,000,000 bush 
els of wheat." 

"Tho percentage of No. 1 and No. 2 hard 
will largely exceed any former crop. 
A pleasing featuro ia tho gradual eradica- 
tion of smut. Throughout tho Mennonito 
reserves this is particularly noticeable, as 
they have ooe of tho best crops in yield and 
quality raised in many years. Wo predict- 
ed lust year that there would bo less than 
10 per cent, of frosted wheat. The ofliciul 
inspections show only 8.J per cent while 
from shipping returns we find tho crop ag- 
gregate 153 million bushels in round figures, 
disposed < f as follows : Shipped in flour and 
wheat, 1,'{,000 000; estimated Beed require- 
ments, Manitoba and the Territories, 2,0(10,- 
000; bread, 750,000. Tho present crop will 
therefore exceed that of lust year by at 
least 3J to 4 million bushels. There has 
been no damage from frost in Manitoba up 
to tho present time, und with reusonably 
dry weather for another week it is not pos- 
sible for much, if any, damage tn occur from 
this source beyond 5 to 10 per cent, at tho 
very outside. 

" Taking tho country as a whole, 85 to 90 
per cent, of the wheat is already cut, and 
fairly well hardened in the berry. Under 
the circumstances, it would require an ex- 
ceptionally heavy frost, preceded by heavy 
rains, to do much harm. Farmers would do 
well to avoid threshing from the stook, und 
continue stocking during the favorablo wea- 
ther, and prevent uny possibility of depre- 
ciation to the grain from wet weather, be- 
sides avoiding danger from loss of wheat 
threshed from tho stook in going immedi- 
ately into a bin, undergoing u sweating pro- 
cess there and liubility to heating, insleud of 
nature's provision for sweating in the 
stack, which improves the color und makes 
it a better marketable sample. There has 
been some damage to wheat reported from 
cxtremo heat, in causing too rapid ripening, 
hut this is largely local in character, run- 
ning in spots, and not by any means gen- 
eral, forming a limited percentage of 
the whole. Many important districts 
arc not affected from this Bourca in 
the least. Manitoba cun certainly pride 
herself in having produced two of the best 
crops in succession in point of quality of 
any country in the world. Tho n Miction of 
low prices for wheat the world over is not 
to be attributed to any disadvantage to this 
country. \Ve have fully demonstrated tho 
oft repeated capabilities of Manitoba and 
the Northwest as an assured fact. It has 
been reported to tho detriment of this coun- 
try in the East, that a lnrge portion <f the 
present crop wus badly damaged from re- 
cent ruin. This is grossly untruo. Any 
material damage from wet weather has yet 
to occur. 

" Yes," concluded Mr. Thompson, " it 
looks like tho best crop in quality all round 
ever raised in .Manitoba. The enemies oft his 
country who huve been praying for disaster 
to Manitoba's harvest must look around for 
some other occupation. The country is all 
right."

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Mercier's denunciation of Hritish rule is 
not as acceptable to the French Canadians 
aa he would like our American neighbors lo 
believe. What ho said about British op- 
pression and British intolerance was not 
true, and there are prominent French Cana- 
dians who do not, hesitate to contradict him 
and to tell the world what they and their 
compatriots think of their treatment under 
British rule. Among these is Senator Tubsc 
That gentleman said, not along ago, to i 
friend who was eiuiuiring into the truth of 
the statements made by M. Mcrcior ; " Do 
not belicvo that the French Canudians aro 
diacontented, restless or eager for radical 
changes. We aro a happy lot; we aro full 
of hopeB." Speaking of the way in which 
his compatriots feel towards Great Britain 
and their English-speaking countrymen, the 
Senator said : 

I think I am voicing tho feeliDg of the 
great majority of my compatriots in Baying 
that they aro fully satisfied with their 
country, with their institutions and with 
their laws; that they Gad in the folds of the 
British flig all tho protection which they 
would wish for their rights, and in building 
up a new nationality on the American con 
tiuent with the sons of England, Scotland 
and Ireland — and they are worthy sons for 
all that I know of, too — wo are but repeat- 
ing tho history of England herself. We aro 
but re-building that majeatio structure 
which has stood tho test of years, which 
was the work not only of the Saxon but also 
of tho Briton and Norman. Tlio Ilriton 
and tho Norman were our ancestors, and 
they hive made France also: and France 
and England are two of the most powerful 
factors of human progress. 

This iB, no doubt, nothing more thon the 
simple truth. The inhabitants of Quebec of 
French extraction have nothing to complain 
of. They enj >y all the rights and privileges 
of their Canadian ft-llow subjects, There is 
no distinction made between them und their 
countrymen of English, Scotch unci Irish 
descent, and they would be most unreason- 
able if they were discontented with their 
political condition. They are not unreason- 
able. Thoy know that they are na free aa 
any people under the sun, und that it is no 
fault of the British nation if they ure not 
as huppy aa it is possible for them to ho and 
as prosperous as the natural conditions 
under which they live permit, It ia Sir 
Hector Langevin and Senator Tasae, und 
not Mr. Mercicr, tho discredited politician, 
who represent tho real condition of the 
French Canadians. 



of which might bo productive of very un- 
pleasant consequences. 

Dr. Dawson placed his hand on tho weak 
part of tho award whon he directed atten- 
tion to tho luct that the arbitrators wore 
precluded from making any arrangements 
for tho preservation of seal life on laud. 
It does look almost absurd to seo tho ar- 
bitrators making elaborate und stringent 
regulations for tho preservation of seul 
life on Ihe sea, where tho creatures 
have many ohnnoes of escape, while they 
could not interfere with tho massacro of 
the seals on land, where theyuro completely 
r»t the mercy of tho pursuers. Dr. Dawson 
said recently : 

Our investigations show conclusively that 
heretofore tho greatest injury to the senl 
fishery has resulted from excessive killing 
and careless methods upon the Pribyloff 
Islands, where the seals land to breed each 
year. Being within the territorial limits of 
the United States tho regulation of sealiug 
upon those islands was not submitted to the 
decision of the arbitrators, but, as the United 
States may now rely upon more than ade- 
quate external protection, it remains for the 
Government of that country to carry out its 
professions with regurd to killing there 
The responsibility with regard to'tho future 
prosperity of seal lifo now rests mainly with 
tho United State-, und if the seals do not 
increase and multiply it will bo because of 
their ucts upon tho islands. 

But (he preservers of seal life, who sat 
live months In Paris to consider how- 
beat they could accomplish the end 
they hud in view, have not been 
ablo to do anything whatever towards 
lessening this " exccasivekilliug " or towards 
improving or suppressing tho " carelesa 
methods upon the Pribyloff Islands." It is 
on thoso Islands common senso points out 
that protection ought to be given. It iB 
thero that it is most required, and there 
only can it bo made effective. It is said 
that there is a limil to tho seals wbioh the 
Commercial Company may kill. Granting 
this for tho sake of argument, und for thut 
ly, there ia no limit to tho number which 
tho Company may mutilate and torture in 
their ellorta to get the seals which it pays 
best to kill. 

When the American claim to property in 
the seala was disposed of, all that re- 
mained for tho arbitrators to do wna to 
make such provision ns could most 
effectively extend to the seals which 
it was said the preservation of the 
apocies imperatively required. But they 
must have felt that any regulations they 
might make, ua long as they could not 
touch the principal cause of the diminution 
of the BeaU, must be ridiculously inade- 
quate As long no the Commercial Com- 
pany can do as they please with tho seals 
on land, tho restrictions on pelagic sealing 
will do very little towards tho preservation 
of seal life. The sum and subBtanco of the 
whole matter scema to bo just now that it is 
the Commercial Company alone which will 
receive any immediate benefit from tho 
Award of tho Behring Sea Arbitration. Dr. 
Dawson Bays that tho United States Gov- 
ernment may carry out its professions with 
regard to killing aenls on the Pribyloff 
Islands. That Government has hitherto 
been most lax in its oversight of the Com 
pany'n operations and practices, and thero 
is no reason for concluding that it will not 
be equally lux in tho future.

The statement of tho Post Office' Savings 
Bank for tlio year ended, 30th June, is un 
exceeding satisfactory one, its review for a 
number of years previous augment lug the 
interest mid rendering tho remarkable buc- 
oess of the institution oven moio appre- 
ciable. In Juno, 1878, the amount of 
deposits was 52,754,500 iu tho names of 
25,535 persons, and at tho etui of tho last 
fiscal year, tho amount was $24,153,104, 
owned by 114 "J75 poisons, It is thus 
apparent that, while tho number of people 
having I'ostOllijd Savings Bank accounts 
was inoro than quadrupled, the amount 
Btunding in the name of each has ulmost 
doubled. The augmentation baa not been 
at the cost of tho withdrawal of capital 
from business enterprises ua tho active com- 
morceof tlio country lute been immensely 
enlarged during that period, while in the 
chartered banks tho deposits have been in- 
creased by ubout a hundred millions of 
dollars in fifteen yenra.

It is easy to see from the published inter- 
view that Sir Jolm Thompson is very far 
from being satisfied with the sealing regula- 
tions which form part of tho award of tlio 
Behring Sea Arbitrators, lie refused to at- 
tach his signature to those regulations, und 
it appears that Lord Hannen could only be 
induced to sign them by the oonslderajjon 
that if they were rejected the whole arbitra- 
tion buainces would fall to the ground. 

"I may say," said Sir John, with empha- 
sis, "that it Lord I luiiien did not give his 
adhesion, no regulations could huvo been 
adopted. The three neutral arbitrators 
were favorable to these regulate as, but 
were iu the minority of tho tribunal, and 
Lord Ilannen's nsBcnt was necessary, there- 
fore, to constitute the majority, 

"If regulations bad not been adopted, no 
award would have been possible, evon on 
the question of right, uuleba, indeed, wo 
were able to award, by a majority, that no 
regulations were neoeaaary, winch would 
have been »n imposnible conclusion, The 
reiisou why no award could bo made was 
that u final award was necessary, iu order 
to be binding on either country." 

Wo imagine that thoao who do not 
liko tho regulations will, when tlioy come to 
think over tho matter, prefer to huvo them, 
bad as they ure, than to have the question 
of the sovereignty of Behring Sea continued 
a disputed question, and to have the Amer- 
icana left free to claim the fur acula aB their 
property wherover they might happen to 
stray. Tho settlement of theao two ques- 
tions adversely to tho claims of tlio United 
States -will, we believe, bo found of tho 
greatest udvantngo to British sealers iu the 
future. If thoso questionB bad been left 
open thero would havo been no end to tho 
disputes and tho misunderstandings, some 



There are some persons in Canada who 
are quite in love with the plebiscite. They 
think that tho people should havo a more 
direct and a moro influential voico in tho 
enactment of laws than they huvo under our 
long tried and, on the whole, successful re- 
presentative system. These pcoplo do not 
Boom to think that tho plebiscite gives tho 
people a chance to crystallize into laws 
their prejudices, their whims and their 
follies, as well as their wisdom and experi- 
ence. It can bo understood that proposals 
which agree with tho popular whim of tho 
moment may be emb.idicd in law without 
proper consideration. People carried away 
by excitement may vote for a law that 
would not havo a chance of being received 
and acted upon by a representative body 
composed of fairly intelligent men. This is 
what has lately taken place in Switzerland. 
A number of tho electors disapprove of the 
Jewish mode of killing cattle to 
be used ua food. Tho Agitators 
havo been able to got the requisite 
number of signatures to a demand for the 
" Referendum " or plebiscite, to enact a 
law making the slaughtering of cattle in 
this manner illegal. Loading cili/.'jns of 
Switzerland aro deeply humiliated that the 
□so of the Referendum should bo inaugurat- 
ed in thia stupid relrogreasive fashion, and a 
large committee headed by two ex-Presi- 
dents of the Republic has issued a ciroulir 
pleading with voters not to thus disgrace 
the ancient cradle of liberty and toleration. 
Wo do not know whether or not this appeal 
hua had thu i ffsct dedred. But it is just as 
likely as not that the excited multitude, 
goaded on by thu agitators, will cany out 
their silly und intolerant proceeding to Us 
consummation. It U not to be supposed that 
in this tolerant age any deliberative body 
of legislators would entertain such a pro-

Chinamen to Be Forced to Reglntcr-A Clean 
Out at Selma. 

Redlands, Call., Sept. 2 — Deputy U. S 
Marshal Farsi, in conjunction with promi- 
nent citizens, procured the numes of tho 
Chineso here, and on Monday warrants will 
be sworn out before Judgo Ross, of tho 
United States District court at Lob Angeles, 
for the arrest of all Chinamen hero not 
registered. 

Sacramento, Sept. 2.— Tho Sheriff of 
San Bernardino has telegraphed tho Gov- 
ernor that no demonstration against tho 
Chinese has been attempted r.t Redlands, 
and that ho has notified the .National Guard 
that its assistance is not needed. 

Selma, Sept. 2 — About 11 o'clock last 
night twenty or moro masked men from 
neighboring vineyards made a raid on Chinese 
wash houses in tho suburbs of the town, 
took the inmates out and started for Fow- 
lers, 6ix miles distant, riding in waggons 
and driving the Chinamen on foot, When 
overtaken by officers the men hud sent buck 
the teams us each hud u Chinaman 
in charge on foot. Tho officers 
arrested eleven and brought them back und 
locked them up. To-day they were ar- 
raigned in court and charged with riot, but 
cannot get a bearing before tho middle of 
the coming week. Some have been ad- 
mitted to bail, whilo others will be 
sent to Fresno for safe keeping. It is 
rumored they will be charged with robbery 
in the premises. Such rough treatment of 
the Chineso is not endorsed by the better 
class of citizens.

— Sir David Barbour, 
financo secretary, replying to a question at 
a meeting of the Indian Council, said tho 
correspondence with tho Secretary of State 
for India in London about tho sales of 
consols bills bslow 10 pcuco was still in 
Drogrcw and could not at this time be pub- 
lish, d. He explained the Indian mints 
were closed, but this was a sluck season, and 
there had been heavy imports of silver be- 
fore tho close ot tho mints, with large trans- 
fers of rupee paper from Loudon to Cal- 
cutta, which retarded the effectiveness of 
the remedial measure adopted by the Indian 
Government. He regretted the fluctuation 
in values and the consequent evils, but be- 
lieved nothing had occurred to justify the 
assertion that the gold standard cannot ho 
effectively established.

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COL. BAKER'S WORK. 



His Visit To the Mother Country aud 
Wliat He Was Able to 
AccomjiliHh. 



Prospects of a B, C. Developmeut 
Company— Perry Creek Minus 
To Be Ke ODeued. 



Hon. Colonel linker, provincial secrotury 
aud minister of mines, who has been uivuy 
in England since May List and returned on 
Friday evening, wua warmly welcomed by 
his many friends in tlio city yesterday. Col. 
Baker's trip, while an eminently successful 
ono so f.ir us official business was concerned, 
wua not by any means a pleasant ouo, as the 
day ufter leaving New York he was stricken 
with a disease known as phebitie, which 
kept him practically a prisoner in the doc- 
tors' hands for fully threo months, and even 
now, although ho hus in a groat measure re- 
covered, ho is far from strong. This illness, 
besides delaying him very much, proveuted 
him taking advantage of the opportunities 
afforded of enjoying himself, though, not- 
withstanding tlie danger that might arino 
from disob. ying physicians' orders. . ha at- 
tended all his official appointments. Speak- 
ing of his visit to Englund to u represent- 
ative of the Colonist yesterday, Col. Baker 
said : 

"One of my lirst duties was to at- 
tend the opening of tho Imperial 
Institute us representative of the Province. 
I was extremely sorry when I got thero to 
find that ISriiish Columbia hud really a very 
small space allotted to her ut the Institute. 
I saw tho authorities About this, and as a 
result am pleasod to say that they have now 
granted us a niueh larger portion of tho 
building, which more adequately represents 
tho importance ef our Province. After 
what I huve seen i am entirely in favor of 
moving the whole of the British Columbia 
exhibit at the World's Fair, at Chicago, to 
London, as soon as the Columbian Exposi- 
tion is over, and I will urge this course up- 
on the Government. 

"While in London I was interviewed by 
a number of capitalists and financiers, who 
wish to start a British Columbia Develop- 
ment Company for the construction of rail- 
ways, the development of our fishery inter- 
ests, aud for colonization on a large scale, 
so as to divert a portion of the current of 
English capital which has hitherto flowed 
to Australia and the Cape, to 
British Columbia, so as to make 
our Province, the "fashion " on tho money 
markets. I was able to give overy encour- 
agement to the project, but the depression 
in tlio money maiket, Huch as exists ull over 
the world, hus thrown the matter into 
abeyance for the rime boing, though it will, 
I have no doubt, be brought forward again 
next year. Leading London financiers in- 
formed mo that in all their experience they 
never knew money to be so depressed as it 
is at present, there appearing to be an utter 
want of confidence in any undertaking.no 
matter how good ic might be. They were, 
howevor, of opinion, as were also financial 
men in New York, that when tho reaction 
sets in it will be quick and sharp. 

"Oatho way back I stopped over at 
Golden and Donald, where I found that 
considerable anxiety exists in regard to tho 
approuchirTg winter in consequence of the 
shutting down of several important mines 
in Ea.st and West Kootenay, which 
thus threw n large number of 
men out of employment. I might 
mention that while in England I was en- 
abled to enlist §50,000 capital for the re- 
opening ot thn mines ut Perry creek near 
Fort Steele, Lost Kootenay, provided they 
can be worked hydraulicully with tins 
amount of money. Tho gentlemen who are 
iu the syndicate have sent out an expert to 
make an investigation and report for them. 
Hois already on his way in nnd will let 
them know what cun be done. While I 
was in Loudon I also laid the foundation of 
a scheme fur bringing agricultural colonists 
to British Columbia. There will be men 
with a moderate amount ol capital und 
practical experience, who will be able to re- 
claim and render profitable some of our 
rich agricultural lands which aro at present 
unutilized. More of this will be heard 
later on." 



MR. FALCONBE EXPLAINS. 

To the Editor:— 1 have rend with Inter- 
est the letter re. Citizens' Association, 
signed by " ono who has paid his dollars," 
and cannot agree entirely with what it con- 
tains, but perhaps it might bo in place to 
state briefly the aims and objects of some at 
least of tho promoters of tho Citizens' Asso- 
ciation which is not yet dead but sleepet li. 
I will not say, however, that the Citizens' 
Association last year was a failure entirely, 
because such was not the case, but I will 
say that certain parties attended those 
meetings who never paid their dollar fee 
and who took up a great part of the time oi 
the meeting asking questions, talking upon 
subjects for which the meetings were never 
intended to discuss, thereby prostituting 
the business of tho association. Our mem- 
bership was from sixty to seventy, und our 
attendance at most times was over a hun- 
dred. Certainly the cause of such proceed- 
ings was the too good-nature of tin; chair- 
man. No ono will try to say that the man- 
agement oi the association was perfect, or 
nearly so; but it muat be remembered that 
the maj irity of them were entirely ignorant 
of what was intended by the carrying on 
from month to month and year to yeur 
of such an organization. This year, no 
doubt, they will improve, und if they hud 
been properly organ zed with by-laws and u 
constitution, they would have boon edu- 
cating the electorate with public discussions 
upon some very important questions ut the 
present time. Victoria city deserves some 
more consideration as to ita prosperity and 
welfare than aonio of tho so-called Citizens' 
Association management seemed willing to 
give it, but ut the same time thero wero 
amongst its members some of tho best 
thinkers in thia city. The writer of the 
letter, "One Who Paid His Dollar," states 
that the Association would havo something 
to say, if alive to the interests of tho city, 
npon the present trouble with tho contracts 
ut the City Hall. I agreo with him, and I 
would say for myself, that we ought not to 
Bacritice u wholesome principle that has 
been in effect for years, and that is giving 
the contract to the lowest tenderer. Thero 
are those amongst us who believo that tho 
veto power of tho Mayor should bo con- 
fined to financial mutters, contracts, and all 
agreements involving expend! tnreof moneys. 
There was no organization in the city moro 
willing to assist tho City than tho Citizens' 
Association, but they were misunderstood 
and looked upon us interlopers. 

A littlo more public sen timentand a grout 
deal loss petty jealousy, and tho wheels of 
commerce would go around in tlio city 
at a livelier rate of speed than at tho 
present time. I would suggest that tho 
company that are speaking of building a 
now dry dock aud murine railwuy at El qui- 
malt— and Esqaimalb is the propor locality 
for It— take the people of Victoria into their 



scheme. Let a company be formed with a 
capital of a million dollars in shares of ten 
dollars oach, so that every cltizsn, no mut- 
ter how humble, may have a chance to help 
on tho work. But our City Council seema 
to givo no heed to tho scheme whatover, 
Then a scheme of tho same kind in respect 
to shipbuilding and blast furnace works 
would be well worth consideration. It may 
bo taken for granted, however, that the 
city would materially asaist outorprisos of 
this kind, No country without iron and 
shipbuilding manufacturing industries can 
hope to attuin great prosperity. With them 
we can reasonably expect to do so, aud no 
doubt a double portion of prosperity will 
fall to tho tharo of tho locality 
possessing them. While tho busi- 
ness of buying and selling is 
important to tho advancement of u city or 
province in material prosperity, yot it is 
by tho development of productive energy in 
the forming of the raw material into com- 
modities suitable and ready for the uses of 
mankind that the foundations of tho great 
business centres are laid. For tho carrying 
on of manufactures of great magnitude and 
variety Victoria is uot excelled in locution, 
in nutural advantages and in tho means and 
instrumentalities for building up large and 
successful establishments. Then let' the 
forge, tho workshop and the mammoth fac- 
tory take the place of tho liuntoi's cabin and 
the Indian's wigwam. Let uh tuko courage. 
We havo a grand heritage. Victoriu is all 
right, but shake off tho lethargy that hus 
characterized Victoria in duys gone by and 
take hold of our advantages. Prominent 
amongst the beautiful cities of Canada is 
Victoria, the capital of British Columbia. 
She is preeminently a city to delight the 
heart <f the tourist, What has 
our Counj.il do e to encourage 
tourists to oome to Victoria. ? In other 
cities they have a committee within the 
Council, for tho purpose of entertaining 
tourists, aud a fund set aside for that pur- 
pose. Wo are well off for good hotels, ono or 
tiro of wh chhavea world-wide reputationfor 
the excellence of their accommodations, but 
what encouragement has our Council given 
thnao people to help their business along ? 
None, Victoria Is the chief trading poiut 
of tho entire British possessions west of the 
Rocky Mountains. We hurl hotter see that 
it is kept as such. We have now formidable 
rivals. Victoria is increasing in size nnd 
importance, hut not as f ist us she ought to 
do. But I would ask tho writer of the let- 
ter signed " One who paid bis Dollar," if he 
can tell me why a chain-gang from the jail 
could not bo tnude to beautify the Park, 
seeing the City will not grunt the money for 
the same ; why a by-law for $700,000 was 
asked at ono time for sewerago works ; why 
the Citizens' Association hud not a commit- 
tee on qualification of candidates ; wdiy the 
Council persists in keeping the market such 
ua eye-sore as it is ; why the Council 
uro so lethargic, and why our City 
Council should so closely resemble a third- 
rate debiting society ? Ratepayers' and 
citizens' associations are necessary in this 
day, and I trust they will flourish in our 
midst, for we badly need them.
